The existence has just been discovered of 


a detestable microbe which feeds upon iron 
with as much gluttony as the 
upon the vine. Some time ago the greatest 
consternation ¢xisted among the engineers 
employed on the railway at Hagen by the 
accidents occuring always an the eame place 
proving that some terrible defect must exist 
either in the material or the coastruction of 
the rails. The German Government directed 
an inquiry to be made and a Commission of 
Survei!lance to be formed for the purpose of 
maintaining constant watch at the spot where 
the accidents—one of them attended with 
Joss of life—had occured. It was not, how- 
ever. uatil after six months bad elasped that 
the surface of the rails appeared to be cor- 
roded, as if by acid, to the extent of two 
yards. The rail was taken up and broken. 
and it was perceived that it was literall 
hollowed out by athin gray «orm, to whieh 
the qualification of “railoverous’ was as- 
signed, and by which name itis to be classed 
in natural history. The worm ts eaid to be 
two centimetres in length and of the size of 
the prong of a silver fork in circugsbereace. 
Tt 1s of a light gray coior, and ee the head 
carries two fittle glands Biled with a corronve 
secretion, which is ejected every ‘en minutes 
upon the iron. This liquid senders the iron 
soft and spongy, and of the color of rust, and 
it is then greedily devoured by the insect.

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TWO SIMULTANEOUS CIGANTIC 
ENTERPRISES IN ASIA. 
! 
An Earth-Girdling Joursey Will Soca Be- 
come a Vacation Amusement. 


A vear or two ago, making the best 
possible time, a traveler could not have 
gone around the world in less than about 
100 days. From New. York to Li 
i3 a little more than six days, from Liver- 
soul to the eastern boundary of Euro 
:$ en easily made jourhey ; but. from the 
very edge of Asia all the way acroas that 

a: continent, or around it, was a slow 
journey ; also across the Pacific to the 
American continent again. In Americs 
and in Europe and between them travel 
has long been reduced to a science, but 
this is not half around the globe. Two 

at enterprises have now been put on 
si pea of which has just been ac- 
complished and the other is intended to 
be finished within five years—w 
the Pacific may readily be crossed 
ocean “greyhounds” and the Asiatic cont- 
inent will be traversed by a railroad. 
Already the trans-Asiatic journey has 
been shortened greatly by the construc- 
tion of the Trans-Caspian Road, now just 
completed by Russia. The Russian gen- ; 
eralg and soldiers who have conquered 
Central Asia have shown great bravery, | 
but the railroad engineers who con- 
structed the Trans-Caspian Railway did | 
an even more important service, for they | 
have really opened a continent. Its con- | 
struction presented difficulties equal to 
those of any hazardous military campaign. | 
Its route runs through ever moving sands 
of a desert, destitute of water and wood, | 
Three grave questions presented them-_ 
selves to the engineers: How to keep the 
way clear of the unruly sand? Whence | 
to get water? And how to get fuel? Six 
hundred and seventy miles of railway | 
now in actual operation is a splendid 
answer to all those queries ? 


The danger trom ever-moving sand was | 
obviated a Clay was brought from a | 
great distance and spread over sand, sea 
water was brought and sprinkled over | 
that uneasy element; at last fences were 
built against sandy winds. Water was 
brought to the railway stations from the | 
neighboring mountains by a system of | 
pi without any pumps. As to fuel, | 
oil from Baku proved to be an excellent | 
substitute for wood and coal—a substitute 
that has been made in Pennsylvania. ' 
Considering the great difficulties the | 
Trans-Caspian Railway has been pushed | 
very rapidly. This is owing in the first | 
place to the unlimited supply of money, | 
the Czar’s government being its owner. | 
In the second place there never was a) 
lack of laborers even in the midst of a- 
sandy desert, for a number of regiments 
of soldiers, especially trained and drilled 
for railway building were always at the 
éngineer’s command. When this rail- 
road is once in good working order, the 
Russian Government will not need to 
erect large fortresses in its Asiatic poases- 
sions, for in case of need any number of 
soldiers can be sent there with rapidity. 
New Russia can threaten India more 
effectively than ever before. Besides its 
military significance that railway is very 
important even purely from an economic 
standpoint. Russia annually imports 
cotton (chiefly from the United States) 
valued at 70,000,000 to §0,000,000 roubles 
in gold (from $50,000,000 to $10,000,000), 
Now it is said that a considerable amount 
of cotton will be brought from Central 
Asia. Formerly a transport from Buchara 
to Moscow took about four months, and 
now it is only ten days. Within a short 
time from the opening of the railway for 
private parties, there was transported by 
it about 5,000,000 pounds of cotton. It is 
woasible that some time in the future 
Russian manufacturers will stop buying 
our cotton; but we can take some satis- 
faction in the fact that it was an American 
locomotive that first ran on that railway 
and wakened the wild inhabitants of the 
deserts and oases of Central Asia. But to 
return to the journey around the world. 
The Trans-Caspian Road has shortened 
it a good deal, Englishmen now go by it 
to India, and save about a week over the 
Suez Canal route by water. But the 
greatest shortening of the journey will be 
made by the completion of the Trans- 
Siberian Road. 


A project to build a@ railway through 


the great territory of Siberia was made 
by an American company about ten 
years ago which “offered its services: and 
capital to the Russian Government. As 
the Czar would not agree to the terms of 
the offer, which were like those on which 
the Pacific Railroads were built in this 
country, the project was then dropped. 
tut the American sugg~stion has had its 
effect in Russia. Since then the govern- 
ment greatly assisted the companies 
which undertook to push their lines 
toward the Ural Mountains. Now there 
are two lines having their termini on the 
Ural, one at Orenburg and the other at 
Ekaterinburg, both places being distant 
from St. Petersburg about 1,000 miles. 
The question of pushing the railway lines 
beyond the Ural has been warmly dis- 
cussed in Russia for the last five years; 
but the leading railroad men and states- 
men could not agree as to what route 
should be preferred, the South Siberian 
or the Central Siberian. The latter route 
has been finally selected. The Czar has 
rpms the decision of the council of 
the empire to build a milway running 
from the Ural Mountains all the way w 
the Pacific, a distance of 5,150 miles by 
chreet route, However, as in Sibena 
there are on the route great riven like 
the Mississippi ancl Missourt, they will 
serve to shorten the railway proper by 


the estabbstinent of steammlip lines. 
The great [ussian Kailway abecut 7,000 
miles: will run as follows: st. Peters 


burg, Moscow, Nijni-Novogurudl, Tobotsk, 
Tomsk, Irkutsk, Lake Baikal, Stretinisk, 
Nertehinsk, and Viadivostok on the Pa- 
cific. As far as Tobolsk the road ix to be 
vet constructed, making 4) miles. From 
Tobolak it is easy to reach Tomsk by 


water wav, running down the Irtish River | 


and up the Gbi River, a distance of over 
1100 miles. Then Irkutsk can be reached 
either by direct railway or by rail and 
water. From Tomsk to Irkutsk it ix more 
than 700 miles. Thence onward, a rail- 
way, a part of which nvust be cut through 
the high mountains, must extend a dist 
tance of about 400 miles, and then the 
journey will be down the Amour River 
which flows into the Pacific. Steamers 
have been running on the Amour about 
ten years. From the point on the Amour 
lying the farthest south @ railway must 
he constructed, leading to Vladivostok. 
This town is situated on the farthest south

ussia, and is the only Siberian harbor 
that dors not freeze during the winter.
